Approved By Senate 


Bill Is Still 
Same After 13 
Days' Debate

Washington, April 8—(AP) 
A new $5,580,000,000 pro- 
gram to spur European recov- 
ery over the next 15 months 
was approved by the Senate to- 
day. 


The vote was 70 to 7. 
I n an eleventh-hour burst of speed, 
the Senate wound up 13 days of de- 
bate to clear the measure without a 
single major change from the legis- 
lation requested by President Tru- 
man.

The bill now goes to the House, 
where a similar measure has already 
been approved by the House foreign 
affairs committee. Later, the actual 
money to tide the 16 Marshall plan 
nations over until June 30.1950, will 
have to be considered by the appro- 
priations committees and voted by 
both chambers. 


The measure the Senate passed 
today is an "authorization" bill, set- 
ting a limit on the fund, but not 
actually appropriating the money. 


House administration leaders im- 
mediately called the House into an 
unusual Saturday session at noon 
tomorrow to speed that chamber's 
action on the authorization. 


The administration's overwhelm- 
ing victory in the final vote for pas- 
sage in the Senate surpassed even 
the most optimistic 
forecasts 
of 
democratic leaders. 
Only One Demo Against It 


Only one democrat, Senator El- 
lender of Louisianan, voted against 
it. 


Six republicans also voted "no." 
They were Senators Butler (Neb), 
Capehart (Ind), Jenner (Ind), Kem 
(Mo), Langer 
(ND) and 
Wherry 
(Neb). 
Administration 
forces 
successfully 
beat off every attempt to make 
major change in the bill, starting 
with thumping defeats of Republl 
can-led efforts to slash as much as 
$2.500,000,000 off the measure. As 
passed, not a cent was whittled off 
the amount asked by President Tru- 
man.

However,

•tors have made it clear they will 
seek new cuts when the actual mon- 
ey bill comes up. 


Driving at the fastest clip they 
have set since the debate opened 
March 23, the lawmakers cleared 
away 10 amendments in five hours 
to reach the final vote. They had 
been warned by administration lieu- 
tenants that the Senate would be 
. kept in session all night until the 
vote was taken. 


I n the 12 previous days, punctuat- 
ed by bitter wrangling and Republi- 
can cries that the administration 
was trying to "steamroller" the bill 
through the chamber, the Senate 
h a d acted on only 16 amendments.

New York, April 8—(JP)—A week 
old strike of taxi drivers was called 
off today by a union official who

When the official end of the strike 
was announced, police estimated 90 
per cent of the city's 11,000-odd cahs 
already were back on the streets. 
The number had increased daily. 


Walter Brock, union regional di- 
rector who ordered the walkout end- 
ed, said the strike to seek union 
recognition 
had 
proved that 
the 
drivers "have a union." 


"The operators in due time will be 
forced to recognize the organiza- 
tion," he said. 


Brock said he was confident the 
drivers "have sufficient faith in their 
union" to accept the order to re- 
turn to work on tonight's shift. 


group was taught it was essential to 
overturn the U. S. government by 
force and set up a dictatorship of 
the workers.

The twin objectives of the 
program are cheaper food prices and 
a stabilized agriculture. 


Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
and his assistants believe the pros- 
pect of a cut in grocery bills will 
make government farm-aid meas- 
ures acceptable to many city and 
town people who have been critical 
of previous measures. 


The program, which Brannan out- 
lined to congress yesterdav, calls for 
a major change in the way the gov- 
ernment 
attempts 
to assure 
fair 
prices to producers of meat, milk, 
and other dairy products, eggs, poul- 
try, fruits and vegetables. 


It would let the market prices of 
these products drop to 
whatever 
levels supply and 
demand 
would 
carry them. If prices failed to give 
farmers 
a 
predetermined 
return 


Coast Guard Plane 
Finds Lost Ship 
In Indies Harbor 


Norfolk, Va., April 8 —(JP)~*. The 
Coast Guard said tonight a schoon- 
er found at anchor in the British 
West Indies definitely is the Kee- 
watin, unreported since she sailed 
from the Bahamas April 1 for Vir- 
ginia. 


A family of four aboard the craft 
is "alive and safe," the coast guard 
said it had learned from a message 
radioed by the pilot of a rescue am- 
phibian plane. The plane landed be- 
side the Keewatin at Pensacola Key. 


The rescue plane's message iden- 
tified

Parrot, 
of 
Salem, 
Mass., his wife and two young sons 
as the Keewatin's passengers. 


A widespread search bv planes and 
surface ships was called off shortly 
after the plane's message was re- 
ceived. 


The plane that reported sighting 
the Keewatin this afternoon was one 
of 29 coast guard, navy, air force 
and marine aircraft that had combed 
wide areas of the Atlantic in search 
of the schooner.

However, Brannan would retain 
the present support method for stor- 
able commodities, such as 
grain, 
cotton, tobacco, oil seed crops, and 
wool. These commodities, making up 
about one-fourth of farmers' income, 
are largely agricultural raw 
ma- 
terials. 


Brannan said the present program 
has proved unpopular with many 
consumers where it has been neces- 
sary to use it. He cited government 
buying of potatoes and eggs in re- 
cent years at an outlay of more than 
$300,000,000 in government funds. 


Aides said criticism directed at the 
potato and egg purchase operations 
would be mild compared with pub- 
lic attacks which would come if the 
government should be required to 
extend 
the 
price-supporting 
pur- 
chases to milk and pork. 


They said there is a possibility 
the government may have to buy 
and remove from the market con- 
siderable quantities of ¿ftilk and mil- 
lions of pounds of pork before the 
end of the year in order to support 
producers prices.

Military governors will ba 
replaced by civilian high com- 
missioners, though the occupd- 
tion armies will remain for an 
indefinite period. 


The agreement concluded a mom- 
entous week in the history of the 
cold war and ended the last great 
split among the western powers on 
a major international policy ques- 
tion. 
Sets Goal For Germany 


It set a goal for Germany's full 
fledged return to the family of na- 
tions. 
As a tactical move in the 
struggle with Russia, this appeared 
likely to count as a major achieve- 
ment toward persuading the German 
people that their best chances for 
the future lie with the western na- 
tions rather than with the Soviet 
bloc. 


Secretary of State Acheson ex- 
pressed 
belief 
that 
the 
German 
agreement and other recent events 
had provided grounds for increased 
hope of an eventual settlement with 
Russia. 


He explained his belief this way: 
there had been a vacuum of weak- 
ness in western Europe, but now th« 
vacuum 
was

strength by reason of the German 
accord, the progress of European re- 
covery and the development of the 
North Atlantic defense treaty. 


Asked by newsmen whether Rus- 
sia could join in the German settle- 
ment, he said he saw no reason why 
not, if Russia desired to. 
Will Harden Split 


Actually, however, lt seemed to 
many experts that the immediate 
effect Is to harden the split between 
the eastern and western sections of 
Germany, whatever the long-range 
effects may be. 


It was British Foreign Minister 
Bevin, holding a hasty news confer- 
ence at the State Department, who 
declared that the agreement marked 
the end of a 
"most 
momentous 
week." 
The week opened Monday 
when the United States, Britain and 
France joined with nine smaller na- 
tions to sign the North Atlantic de- 
fense treaty.

sons has stunned the nation. Only one hospital fire, that 
at the Crile clinic in Cleveland o*n May 15, 1929, waVnior^ 
disastrous in its toll. 


There is nothing worse than a hospital fire because 
so many patients are bedridden. The heroic efforts of the 
nuns apd nurses to rescue the helpless from the flames at 
St. Anthony's shows hoyv difficult quick evacuation is in 
such an institution. Many perished in le^ps from high 
floors rather than be burned. 


Suc~h terrible disasters point in bold relief to the neces- 
sity of constant attention to fire prevention and protection. 
Even in buildings supposedly fireproof, there should be no 
relaxation of care. The LaSalle hotel fire in Chicago illus- 
trates tnat all too clearly. 


Jacksonville is the site of a number of institutions, 
state, charitable and private, where sick and handicapped 
patients and inmates are cared for. All depend upon the 
city fire department for protection. 


Fortunately, our municipal fire department has been 
kept efficient and is being improved. A new ladder truck, 
capable of reaching to the top floor of our highest build- 
ing, is expected to be delivered here sometime this month. 
This new equipment was purchased by the city at a cost 
of $37.000.00 but it will be worth every dollar if it is ever 
needed to save people from death leaps. 


It is an expensive proposition to maintain a good fire 
department. Every year the taxpayers of Jacksonville 
spend approximately $50,000 for this necessary protection. 
They get no help from the State of Illinois, although three 
state institutions are served, and very little from persons 
owning property outside of the city limits where fire runs 
arte made for $100 a trip but where otherwise nothing at 
all is paid for the cost of standby service. 


Toward the end of greater fire protection for this 
community, we recommend that steps be taken to secure 
from the state a fair share of the fire department cost and 
that plans be formulated and studied under which proper- 
ties immediately surrounding the city may bear an equit- 
able portion of this expense also. 


A disaster such as that at Effingham know^ no bound- 
ary lines in the direness of its consequences.

Rees family floated down the Ohio 
River to what is now Kentucky, 
then known as West Virginia.
